RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 12 th July 1908 

No. 24(l)/68-COR. —The Government of India have decided that the terms of 
reference of the Committee of Review of Rehabilitation Work in West Bengal set 
up, vide, Government of India, Ministry of Labour, Employment & Rehabilitation 
(Department of Rehabilitation) Resolution No. 5(21)/60-RE dated 6 th January, 
1967 would be extended to include the examination of the functioning of the 
Permanent Liability Homes and Infirmaries for displaced persona in West Bengal 
with reference to specified items. 

2- In partial modification of the above-mentioned Resolution, the revised terms 
of reference of the Committee will, therefore, now be as follows:— 

(a) To eveluate the working and results of rehabilitation programmes/ 

measures undertaken in West Bengal for the benefit of old migrants 
after the Residuary Assessment in 1961-62. 

(b) To consider the methods of stepping up the performance of the opera¬ 

tional staff, the lines of re-orientation of existing schemes, patterns 
of assistance and modes of financing for ensuring speedy and eflect- 
tive rehabilitation of old migrants covered under the Residuary 
Assessment. 
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(c) To recommand measures including financial assistance in respect of the 

old migrants for the following:— 

(i) development of colonies; 

(li) acquisition of land for resettlement of P. L. Home families; 

(ill) rehabiliteftlon loans to those covered in the assessment of the Resi¬ 
duary Problem; 

(iv) technical training and inckisfoal schemes. 

(d) To assess the nature and magnitude of the problem created by 'new 

migrants’ (migrants who have come to India after 1st January, 1964) 
who have remained in West Bengal and to recommend to the extent 
necessary, financial assistance for their technical training, employ¬ 
ment, educational and medical facilities. 

(e) To examine the functioning of Homes and Infirmaries in West Bengal 

with particular reference to the following:— 

(i) Introduction of economically oriented schemes for speedy rehabilita¬ 

tion of the rehabilitable Home families; 

(ii) Existing patterns of expenditure on Homes/Inflrmaries; 

(iii) Measures for the education of children particularly beyond the 

middle standard; and 

(iv * Arrangements for satisfactory accommodation of inmates of Homo* 
and Infirmaries including repairs to existing structures. 

Note. —In making their recommendations the Committee will pay due regard 
to the essential needs of the displaced people, prevailing standards of the general 
population and the available resources of the Government. 

3- Other terms and conditions of the Government of India Resolution quoted 
above, as amended from time to time, will remain unaltered. 


Order
